V7ater  Supply. 

The  year  1921  was  the  driest  year  on  record,  and  con- 
seguently  sources  of  v/ater  which  had  been  continuous  in  the 
memory  of  the  present  generation  g:ave  out.  Dortunatelo'  the 
great  portion  of  the  district  is  supplied  by  the  Chesterfield 
Corporation  \7ater  Department  and  their  supply  was  able  to 
fulfil  the  deraands  made  upon  it.  Tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year 
the  water  supply  gave  cause  for  amriety,  but  since  then  a 
fall  of  snow  and  rain  has  placed  us  in  a position  which  is 
very-  nearly  as  good  as  the  average. 

The  Chesterfield  Corporation  from  a bore-hole  in  Gathole 
have  piped  the  v/ater  down  ..long  Gallery  Lane  and  joined  ui^ 
with  the  pipe  line  from  YJhispering  V/ell.  This  pipe  line  will 
afford  means  of  ■x)roviding  a water  supply  to  those  houses,  at 
the  end  of  Gallery  Lane  and  New  Hoad,  which  could  not  be 
supplied  previously  owing  to  insuf ficient  pressure.  Loads 
Terrace  and  Green  Banii  could  also  be  supplied  from  this  main.

I would  suu.gest  that  the  Council  should  seriously  con- 


sider the  matter  and  aim  to  have  every  house  supplied  with 


satisfactory  ■•/ater  closet  accommodation  './here  this  is  practical! 


and  'Within  a reasonahle  distcOviice  of  a sewer.

During  the  year  3 new  houses  have  been  erected,  Due  of 


these  v;ere  subsidy  houses  and  one  was  a villa.  Ho  progress  has 


been  made  with  the  housing  scheme.

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  3/ear  was  3.  two 


pu?Lmonary  cases  and  one  abfminal.  The  numxber  of  visits  paid 


by  the  Health  Visitor  v/as  19.  Six  eases  v/ere  under  super- 


vision. One  ca>se  removed  from  the  district.  There  were  no 


deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during  the  year.

.nd  8 females.  There  v/ere  4 deaths  under  one  year,  making  an 
nfantile  death  rate  of  95,02  per  thousand  births.  Of  the 
Infantile  deaths,  tv/o  were  due  to  premature  birth,  one  died  of 
iastro-enteri tis  in  the  v/orkhouse  infirmary,  and  the  other
